Three weeks ago the State Depart- 
ment of Revenue announced that the ap- 
propriation for schools in Alabama wouid 
be met in full through present taxes. Des- 
pite the tact that the Goodwyn amendment 
was rejected by the voters and no new tax 
burden was levied on the citizens of the 
state, schools did not close as educators 
promised they would and the teachers got 
every cent of pay their contracts called tor, 

We wonder what the children think 
about the teachers who told them to tell 
their parents that unless the Goodwyn bill 
passed, schools in Elba would close before 
the nine-month term was up. We have yet 
to hear a single teacher admit he or she was 
wrong or that facts supplied by leaders in 
the educational hierarchy were off base. To 
err is human and we'll have to say that on 
the subject of schools closing early this 
term, the teachers showed how human they 
really are. 

Now A. R. Meadows, state superinten- 
dent of education, gives a review of school 
finances. His news release states: 

“... In final review the present school 
term is operating on an estimated $10 mil- 
lion from one-time windfall taxes and a 
surplus of $4,360,544, or a total of $14,- 
360,544 which will not be available from 
these same sources next year.
